N= Manday laſt it was informed by di- 
h versletters,and ſeveral perſons that came 
from the Army,to this effec, Viz, That 
an Saturday night laſt, three or foure troops of 
the Kings forces having wheeled about from A- 
bington re Wallingford, and from thence r9- 
wards Stoken church,under the Hills neere un- 
ro Tetſworth, they came unto a towne three 
miiles from Tame, called Chinner, (at which 
placethe Lord Generall with his maine Forces, 
conſiſting as it 15 credibly infermed of very neer 
thirty thouſand able fighting men) were quar- 
tered, it being upon the edge of Buckinpfata. 
ſhire, at which place'were quartered about four 
hundred of the Parliaments Forces, the preateſt 
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part wheteof were forees that fately'cainc to al- 


fiſt his Exeellencie in-tho-Pacliaments ſervice, 
which came out of Bedfordfhire and Eſſex, and 
miſsing of the. Parl:ameats Scouts, they came to 
the faid towne, avd gave a ſudden aflault againſt 


- the Parliaments Forces there;and cut of ſome of 


their-Centinels, and centred the towne, - and 
according to their. barbarous and deſtructive 
manner, fired the ſame in divers places : But 
before 1 proceed in the further relation of this 
buſineſle, 1 may not forget the valour and cou- 
rape of the Parliaments forces, which were in 
this towne : for they charged the enemy with 
as much cuurage and. reſolution,as could bee cx- 
pected or performed by men, being unexpected- 
Ly aſlaulted and continued hight with them ma- 
ny houres, And upon this aſſault of the znemy, 
an alarm was given to the Lord Generals quar- 
ters at Tame;upon which divers troops of horſ« 
were deſigned to fally forth upon this expedi- 
tion : And amongſt thoſe Colonels and Com- 
manders that were at an taſtant willing to ha« 
zard their lives upon this defigne, Colonel] 
Hawpden (whg is a Gentleman that hath uever 


been 


been wenzing thadveature his life arid-fortited 


ifor the good-andwelfare of his and Coun- 


rrey,may.not be. forgotten,- who, finding of a 
good troop bf Horſe [ (whoſe | Captaine -was at 
that time +willing;) defirxed. to know whetkec 
they would. be commanded-by him upon this 
defigne : wheceupsn the efficers and commen 


fouldiers freely and unanimogully. conſented; and 


proffered to adventure their lives with this no- 
ble Gentleman, and ſhewed much cbeerfulneſfe 
thar they could have the bonour. to be led by fo 
noble a Captaine, And ſo.the faid Colonell 
Hampden and ſome other Colonels and Captains 
came with a conſiderable party; of, horſe with 
a}l expedition to aſsiſt the reſt of thete forces, 
which as aforeſaid, were - quartered at Chinner, 
And as ſoone as the Cavaleers ;perceaved.-that 
ſome of the Lord Generals Forces were'come 10 
from Tame, they preſently fled. from Ghmoer 
backe againc- towards Tetſworth,- andy; were 
then purſued by Colonel! Hampdes,,. and;the 
reſt of the Lord Generals forces - that: icame 
npen this defigne about two miles,; ; 1n- which 
purſuit there were many of the Kings. hexres

forces;as they were in purfuit of the firft vico- 
ry,who appeared '& gavea hor charge upon the 
Parliaments forces; and'although the Earle of 
Eſfltx forces were Tarce ten for one,that 'were at 
this time inthe battell, yet they gave them a 
brave volly of ſhot;and flew many of the ene- 
nemies forces as well at 'this ;place which was 
neer Tetſwortb as at Chinnerand for ſome time 
isbeibg Sunday morning, beld them Gght with- 
ouctholeffe'of mariy mien. But at laſt the cne- 
mychaving 'tmatellicence that ſome Regiments of 
#000 were coming from Taine of the Lord Ge- 
uttalsforces, "they retreated towards Abington; 
and durſt notHight till they came inifor the foot 
forces ate aaPredt amazement/uuto'then.
